Of License Fund 
Is Only $826.06

An apportionment of $1,105,- 
234.44, to the cities apd counties 
of California, representing ve­ 
hicle license fee collections for 
the quarterly period ending Jun' 
30, was announced today, by 
Gordon H. Garland, director of 
motor vehicles. Based on popu- 
latiort. of 9,950, Torrance re­ 
ceived $826.06.

Twenty per cent of the money 
  or $221,046.88   goes to the 
General Fund for retirement of 
highway bonds. Of the remain­ 
der, $442,093.78 goes to the cities 
of the state on a basis of 5,325,- 
090 population and $442,093.78 
goes to the counties op a basis 
of 6,907,387 population.

Vehicle license fees formerly 
were collected by the cities and 
counties as personal property 
taxeH. Vehicle owners will pay 
the same license fees next year 
as this, despite the current up­ 
ward trend in market values of 
used cars, because of a special 
legislative act sponsored by the 
Department of Motor Vehicles 
and signed by Governor Earl 
Warren.

Vs Angeles County received 
$178,289.62 of the total appor­ 
tionment. Cities of Los Angeles 
County received apportionments 
of $199,208.50.
